Claims 1-8, 12-14, 16, 17, 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by WO 01/0121577. 

WO 01/0121577 teach compounds corresponding to the recited claims. See, 
pages 171-173. 

Applicants' remarks have been noted and considered but are not deemed 
persuasive of patentability. It is noted that WO 01/0121577 teach that Ar in 
formula (I) teach a monocylic aromatic ring - which may be condensed with a 4 to 
8 membered non-aromatic ring- corresponds to the claimed Ar 3 = a bicyclic 
aromatic or non-aromatic groups. That is, both are bicyclic rings. 
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No claim is allowed.
